These  are  believed  to  be  the  loork  of  three  Persian  artists  at  tJ}e  beginning  of 
the  nineteenth  ceyitnry;  some  are  dated  1802,  much  of  the  paper  is  water¬ 
marked  1796.  Certain  ones  were  made  from  stuffed  birds^  as  evidenced  by 
the  disarranged  feathers  never  found  in  nature,  the  others  were  done  from 
life.  Records  on  hand  at  the  New  York  Public  Library  note  that  expeditions 
were  sent  out  by  the  London  Zoological  Society  at  the  period  in  which  these 
paintings  were  made  for  that  very  purpose,  and  it  is  thought  that  this  col¬ 
lection  may  be  the  result  of  one  such  expedition.
